In the ancient world deaf-mutes 
led with idiots and the In- 
sane, and they had no legs] rights 
whatever. 884 years before tin- 
Christian Era Lycurgus framed his 
laws at Laoedasmon; and some 261 
later Draco established a code 
of laws at Athene; neither code did 

anything for the deaf, who even at 

that day must have been a fairly 
">us class: both codes were 
erode, that of Draco being simply 
sanguinary in its cruelty. Atxiut 
591 B. c. there flourished Thalea 
ami Solon, two of the celebrated 
Seven Sages of the obi world; and 
daring fame for 
the wisdom and justice of the code of 
laws which he laid down at Athena 
for the guidance and government of 
the Athenians. 

Of the grand humanity under- 
lying Solon 'a laws ti d be no 

l to 
the benign influence they oxerois- 
and, just a century after the 
framer's death, the Romans sent to 
Athene for the code. Bat even the 
it. and wisdom of Solon failed tt> 
•.•ivo in the deaf-mute a human 
il, a fellow being, entitled to 
itment. Solon's laws per- 
mitted neither tie nor 
idiots, nor the deaf and dumb to 
hold any kind of property, not 
even when expressly bequeathed to 
them by will. 
By the Romans, perhaps the 
of all lawmakers, they 
were allowed to possess no kind of 
property, and they were forbidden 
not only redress, hut even to m 
for it ; tl barred from 
giving evidence, for or against, be- 
fore any tribunal. Tie <ian 
Code ruled them imbeciles as 
garde almost all the common affairs 
of life; and, as Hawkins, writing in 
says: — "Thus degraded to 
eel of swine and oxen, thou- 
sands of them crept in mental tlark- 
hroagfa a strange ami unkind

another man was found to be " mute 
by malice." 

While only last month in an 
assault case before the Bradford 
Riding magistrates, in which 
two hearing men and a deaf-mute 
were the offenders, the Cadis fined 
the former £,% each and costs, the 
the alternative being one month, 
while they let the deaf-mut> 
scot -free simply because no Inter- 
r was in court — the charge 
against him was withdrawn; and 
do doubt be blessed Mr. Thompson's 
ice! Presiding at the Old 
Bailey in May last, the Recorder 
found himself confronted by an ex 
Inordinary difficulty. 

A man who proved to be stone 
deaf, and wholly innocent of the 
least knowledge of the manual 
alphabet, was brought before him, 
and the stupified judge had before 
him the pleasant prospect of hav- 
ing to put every atom of evidence 
in the case into writing for the 
prisoner's benefit — and it was likely 
to be a lengthy case! Ultimately, 
the, prisoner's counsel was permitted 
to act as ears for his client. Un- 
fortunately, I have lost my notes of 
this cast!, so cannot say how it end- 
ed : hut the law clearly enacts that 
a prisoner shall "hear" all the evi- 
dence brought against him. 

From this it will appear that 
while the deaf mute's status is very 
good in civil law, and fait in 
criminal law; the latter needs some 
revising in order to meet modern 
requirements.— PaisUn Fiorm m 
tfie British Deaf Times. 
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In the waters around the Caroline 

Islands, in the Pacific Ocean, there 
is a great, fish which is armed with 
ikIous teeth, set in immensely 
long jaws, like those of a crocodile 

The creature la extremely savage, 
and has a habit, of leaping clear 
from the water when hooked. As 

the natives of the Carolines go out 

in small, lightly built canoes, the 
fish often capsize the frail craft, 
and as a result the fishermen have 
invented a fnnny way of catching 
them, without running this danger. 

They make a little round kite. 
The framework is formed by the 
dried ribs o,' leaves from the cocoa 
nut palm. These leaves are like 
paper. Then they thaw a leaf of the 
breadfruit tree over the framework 
arid attach the kite to a long line. 
Thus they steer out to. sea. 

When tliey reach the fishing 
grounds they fasten another line to 
Ho; kites. This line has a baited 
hook at the end, and when the 
fisherman raises his kite the hook 
trails along the top of the water. 
Thus the natives are able to hook 
the fish far enough away from the 
be safe. When a fish 
bites he is allowed to tire himself 
out by towing the kite, and when he 
I weak to fit-'hi any more they 
paddle up to him, hit him with a 
club and haul him aboard.

One woman was seriously injured 

and scores of othei persons had 
miraculous escapes yesterday as a 
runaway hoi so, with dangling har- 
ness, dashed madly along crowded 
Chestnut Street For thirty squares 
the animal ran, and only one per- 
son was hurt. She was .Miss Cora 
Ford, of 2401 North Houvier Street. 
She is a mute, and had just stepped 
from the curb at Sixteenth Street 
when the runaway struck her. She 
was taken to the Medico Chiiurgical 
Hospital, but up to a rate hour she 
was still unconscious, and while her 
head is seriously out the physicians 
could not say whether or not her 
skull was fractured. 

The runaway occurred just at ti 
o'clock when the streets were tilled 
with crowds harrying home from 
work. The horse, S spirited bay,' 
hitched to Ihe wagon of a local ex- 
press company, was being driven 
down Chestnut Street, when just be- 
low Tenth he was pulled up by his 

driver. The trace slacked and the 
horse stepped over it. The driver 
sprang out and had unhooked the 
trace, when without warning the 
animal veered around and ran up 
on the pavement on the other side. 

At the Corner the wheels ofthe 
wagon brought up against the curb 
and horse ami wagon parted com- 
pany, the animal continuing on a 
mad run up Chestnut Street. 

Wthout slackening his speed, the 
horse crossed the Chestnut Street 
bridge. At Fortieth Street, tired 
and winded by his dash of nearly 
three miles, he pulled up and was 
captured with little difficulty. 

The above is from the Phila- 
delphia Pnss, Ootobei 4th. A 
similar account appeared in the 
other morning papers so that the 
news of Miss Ford's injury 
came to the notice of the deaf all 
over the city ami elswhere. Need- 
less to say that it was a shock to 
every one, for Miss Ford is one of 
ihe most popular deaf ladies resid- 
ing here. 

Mrs. Hoockel, the older sister of 
Miss Ford, conducts a dressmaking 
establishment on Chestnut Street 
close to the scene of the accident 
and employs a number of seam- 
stresses, among (hem four deaf 
ladies, Including Miss Ford. Soon 

after six o'clock on the evening of 

the accident (October 3d) Miss 
Ford left the establishment in coin 
pany with Mrs. K F Etoop also 
deaf, and the two chatted together 
merrily on the pavement foi a while 
and then parted, Mrs. Hoop going 
east on Chestnut St., and Miss Ford 
intended to take a car at the corner 
yf 16th and Chestnut Street. It 
was at that very time that the hoise 

was dashing westward on Chestnut 

Street. Mrs. Roop noticed the 

commotion it caused ami saw it pass 

madly up the street with its harness 
Hopping to the wind and lashing it 
on to increased speed it was such 
a sight that till eyes followed it. 
Then came the sensation which all 
had feared. A short distance up 
the Street a woman was seen knock- 
ed down by the runaway and a 
crowd immedately collected around 
the prostrate form. Curiosity im- 
pelled Mrs. Roop to see whether the 
woman was seriously hurt 
when she reached the scene, she 
was shocked to tlnd tlmt it was her 
flieud with whom she had parted 
only a few minute* before. She 
Immediately had word sent to the 
injured woman's sister, who rushed 
to the scene and accompanied hoi 

sister to the hospital 

It was at first feared that Miss 
Ford was fatally Injured as she 
remained unconscious foi several 
hours; but it developed later that
